1* Atta ched herewith for your consideration is a detailed account of 
the events that transpired during the re c en t unsuccessful attempt to e*f ti- 
trate two of our agents tram the Latrlan 88 R by aircraft. 

2. A smeary of the attached report is presented below for your 
convenience as follows} 

a. Full co oper a tion and assistance was obtained fron the 
Intelligence Service for the use of Bornholm Island for mounting 
the operation. 

b. Our agent was alerted to the time of the operation and given 
the recognition signals to be employed. He acknowledged receipt 
of this information and repented everything in readiness at the L&. 

The operational aircraft thereupon took off on schedule. 

e. The aircraft reached the target area and reported seeing three 
lights in s position similar to that of an "L" pattern on a field 
which they took to be the LS. Ho fourth light was observed nor was 
say recognition signal received. After a fruitless search of the 
area* the aircraft returned to base without landing in the target area. 

d. The following day our agent reported that he and his reception 
party had hem la place at the intended L2, bad not seen but heard 
the aircraft to the north of the Lg, and had displayed all four 
lights properly* as well as having given the prearranged recognition 
signal* without attracting the attention of the aircraft. 

3* In view of discrepancies in the reports of the crew vis-a-vis the agents'* 
we meticulously c mmlnsd every aspect of the operation known to us. As the 
result* we are satisfied the crew through an honest error of Judgement flew the 
aircraft over an area resembling the I|| but failed to locate tbs true Lg. 

Air Maritime Division concurs with our conclusion. Inasmuch as the requirement 
for exf titrating the two agents remains unchanged* the Danish Intelligence 
Service is prepared to support us once again* and the air crew is willing to 
undertake the mission* we r e c oms end approval be granted to relaunch the 
exfiltration operation at the earliest practicable time in October 1955. 
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
